of sifted flour, one-half teaspoonfnl of 
salt, one tablespoon heaping full of 
lard; rub well together; add one-quar- 
ter teacup o! water, mix, roll out with

—Cottage pudding: One cup of su- 


gar, one egg, one large teaspoonfnl of 
butter, one and one-half teaspoonful of 
yeast powder, a little salt, flour to 
make a batter, not too stiff. 
Bake 


quarter of an hour.— Philadelphia Call.' 


—Apple pudding: Make a crust as 


for biaoult, about half an inch thick. 
Firat fill a tin basin with apples sliced 
fine. Then cook slightly on the stove. 
Pat the crust on and bake. Cut slits 
in the crust to let out th»^ air. This is 
best eaten with sugar and milk.—Chi- 
cago News. 


—Nest-egg gourds are now grown. 


They very much resemble the genuine 
eggs, and being very light in weight 
there is less liability of breakage of 
the eggs laid, as is sometimes the cose 
when they roll against glass eggs.

—All good breeders make it a point

Mr. IngaHs hoped that a Tote on tbe measure 


would not be Insisted upon to-day, as tbe debate 


as developed such Interest that opinions were 


evoked that would be of great Interest, be 
thought, to those considering tbe measure. 


Mr. Drown argued In opposition to the bill. 


From tho Tory necessity of the case, however, 
ho nftld, tho rollroads would be compelled to re- 
tain their present rates on local freights and to 
ncrcase the rates on the long haul, and this 
rould vory seriously cripple the Interchange of 
:ommodltles between tbe different sections ot 
tho country. Ho had no desire to predict evil, 
but he could not be mistaken In stating that 
he bill, when put Into operation, would de- 
range both the Internal and foreign commerce 


f tho country. The bill, If passed and rigidly 


enforced, would do more than any law ever 
passed by Congress toward the destruction of 


.llroad property. 
Mr. Mitchell (Ore.) opposed the bill and 


criticized sharply the long-and-short-baal sec- 
loo. 
It was amblglous and contradictory. Be 


doubted seriously whether It would cheapen 
ocivl freight charges, while, on the other hand, 
a vital blow would be struck by It at the trans- 
continental commerce of the country. 


All would agree, therefore, that there would 


bo no hesitation on the part «f transportation 
companies In abandoning their through freight 
bnsluoas rather than give up their pronto on 
tho local business. For one, be did not prefer 
that result. He believed, however, that in such 
a result there would be such becrut combina- 
tions bwtweon the powerful trans continental 
companies, Including water lines, as would in- 
crease the through freight and thus enable 
them to maintain their present exhorbltant 
charges on tho short hauls. 
He therefore be- 


leved that tho provision would prove a cheat, 
a deception and a fraud. This section, he de- 
clared, was an absolutely harmless piece of 
eglslutlon so fur as the Interests of the rail 
road companies were concerned and wholly 
nud absolutely impotent and Ineffective In giv- 


itt protection to shippers. 
Mr. Onllom said there were several Senators 


who desired to speak on the bill, but who 
,'otiUl not do so UMluy. He would, however. 
nsk u vote on thu bill to-morrow. 


Tho ScQuto then, at 4:40 p. m., went Into 


secret session, and when the doors were re- 
opened adjourned.

Train Wreckers Throw a Passen- 


ger Train on the Missouri 


Pacific. 


A Frightful Plungre Over an Embank- 


inent Fifteen Feet Deep-The 


Killed and Wounded. 


Wholesale Slaughter Prevented by a Snow- 


bank, Which Broke the Force 


of the Plunge.

CITY, Mo., Jan. 12.—The south- 


bound passenger train on tbe Missouri 
Pacific extension, which left Omaha last 
night and was due here this morning, 
was wrecked near Dunbar, Neb., about 
midnight. The wreck was caused by the 
loosening of a- rail, done by parties un- 
known. Several spikes and fish plates 
had been removed, and the train coming 
aiong at tbe rate of thirty miles an bour 
pluuged fifteen feet down an embankment 
and landed in a snow-drift. James Dewitt, 
ofWyandotte, Kas., the engineer, was 
caught under tbe boiler and killed. 


His body bad not been recovered at last 


accounts. Frank Henowetts, the express 
messenger, whose home is in this city, was 
internally hurt, and may die.

A Goal Famine Imminent In New York.

The strikes are scattered along the roast 
from Providence to this city.

the Consumption of Tobacco. 


The entire mass of tobacco which is 


annually consumed in smoking, snuff- 
ing and in chewing on the earth, is 
4,000,000,000 pounds—manifestly too 
high an estimate for from 1,200,000,000 
to 1,600,000,000 of inhabitants.

Let us suppose that the tobacco 
is formed into tablets similar to the 
chocolate tablets, and which, indeed, 
is the shapewhich the chewing tobacco 
of sailors and Yankees take, nnd we 
have a colossal pile worthy of being 
placed beside the third largest of the 
pyramids of Gizeh, that of the Myke- 
rinoa, and as massive and high as that 
old regal edifice. Let us grind all the 
tobacco into snuff, and let us picture 
to ourselves the sad case that an evil 
equinoctial wind, one line morning, 
blows the snuff over the ocean, and 
showers it on one of our German States, 
we are certain more than one of tha 
Liliputian States would have much 
difficulty in recovering its existence 
by shoveling away the snuff.— Vienna 
Rundsclwi.
